Sabin trial 
to start on 
Nov .26 



Dean Richard Sabin, 20, Paddock Lake, 
was arraigned on charges of murdering his 
neighbors John and Donna Gelden, in 
Kenosha County Court on Oct. 4. 

Charged with double homicide, Sabin, who 
is being held without bond in the*Kenosha 
County jail, will go to trial in front of 
Kenosha County Circuit Court Judge Bruce 
Schroeder on Monday, Nov. 26. 

The Geldens' bodies were found in their 
home by their son, James, on Sept. 4. The 
time of death has been established as being 
between 7 and 9:30 p.m., on Sept. 3. 

Eighteen bullets were removed from the 
bodies and a ballistics report positively 
states that 10 of those bullets came from a 22 
caliber rifle belonging to Sabin. 

The other eight bullets came from a rifle 
owned by John Gelden which was found next 
to his body. 

Sabin's lawyer is Arthur Nathan of Racine. 

Sabin will plead not guilty. His grandmother, 
Margaret Sabin— with— whom he— lives,— 
testified that he was with her^the entire 
evening of the murders. 

She also testified that she took his rifle to 
the home of relatives weeks before the mur- ' 
ders were committed.

was an ongoing argument concerning 

-Sabin's riding of a dirt. bike on the Gelden 

properly.

He also states that he later made the same 
complaint to the Lake County Sheriff's Dept. 
headed by Sheriff Robert (Mickey) Babcox, 
and still nothing was done. 

Deputy Perry Coleman was the arresting 
officer in the assault charge. 

Quilico names John and Jane Does in the 
lawsuit and claims to "have been wrongfully 
tried by States Atty. Fred Foreman and his 
complaints ignored by Attorney General 
Donald Warner. 

The lawsuit claims that as a result of the 
stress caused by the false assault arrest and 
the trial, he suffered a heart attack, had his 
civil rights violated and had to have heart by- 
pass surgery which incurred $35,000 wortli of 
medical bills.

Like many municipalities, it seems that 

the Village of Antioch has many ordinances 

on the books that are not enforced. 

One in particular has bothered many An- 
tioch retailers and residents, the sign or- 
dinance. 

The sign ordinance for the village is almost 
40 typewritten, very specific pages. 
Rcmeber the big fuss, when the "Golden Ar- 
"c'hes" moved into town.. 

The newspaper and the village hall arc 
constantly being besieged by people com- 
plaining of sign ordinance violations. But 
nothing is being done. 



The News does not necessarily feel that all 
the specifications in this wordy ordinance 
are right, but when a law is on the books it 
should either be enforced or modified or 
taken off of the books. 

Antioch wants and needs all the businesses 
it can get and has in other areas made every 
effort to entice new reatilers. 

It would be a shame if enforcing the or- 
dinance would hamper such. Maybe some of 
the specifications in the ordinance are too 
strict: It is certainly to the advantag e of both 
the retailer and the consumer to have signs 
identifying businesses as easy to find and 
read as possible. 

An example of one of the present violations 
seems to be the one banning mobil lit signs. 
They are to be found in front of many village 
businesses. 

The argument is not whether these should 
be banned, but if they are not, why not take 
the order off of the village ordinance books? 
v If people really object to what they think 
fare violations of this ordinance, the proper 
procedure is to voice their objections in front 
of the village board at a regular board 
meeting.

Memories of Ma and Pa

According to Mr. Webster, "Progress" 
means to improve or move forward . 

And who is more into the "Big P" than we 
Americans who are always searching and 
inundating new frontiers. 

I recently had an unpleasant experience 
with a totally American concept o£ progress 
in the restaurant, business, that of "World of 
Fast Foods." 

Fast food restaurants, are supposedly 
dedicated to the quick serving of uniform 
edible products that are lower in cost than 
those served by a full service restaurant. 

Volume and self-service supposedly ac- 
count for "lower prices." You know "the 
only place you can eat a full meal and .gel 
change from a dollar bit! " 

Though a facsimile of these restaurants 
still remain in rural or suburban areas, in 
most urban areas of the country, the 
American family's love for fast foods has put- 
the "Ma and Pa" restaurants right out of 
business. 

The restaurants^l'm talking about were 
those usually owned btf a localresidenUTjjej^ 
-had a modest but clean atmosphere and of ten 
featured home-made^ food at affordable . 
prices. 

Few of those that owned this type of 
restaurant became wealthy but if the food 
was good and the. service commendable, this 
was. the place the family ate when mom just 
didn't feel like cooking. 

Single people and senior citizens, who 
usually got a discount, found these eateries 
ideal for their lifestyle. . 

Now I'm not talking about the 24-hour 
restaurants that have a huge menu, mostly 
made-up of preprepared foods, that are to be 
found everywhere. v • 
. These are fine and evidently, if they are to 
be judged by their numbers, have a place in 
today's* society as they serve their edibles, 
neither bad or memorable. e >r 

The eateries I mean usually had the 
owners (who knew everyone in town) doing 



that homemade cooking and baking of home- 
made pies and three or four very special en- 
trees that changed daily. 

My husband and I came head to head with 
their replacement when we stopped at a par- 
ticular "juicy"Jast food restaurant to save 
time and money while we were involved |n 
helping my mother to move. 
' , We each had a double cheeseburger and 
' fancy-topped baked potato plus a diet 
' beverage (got to watch those calories! ) . 

We waited on ourselves at the counter and 
proceeded to the table with our tissue-thin 
paper and plastic eating utensils. 

Some of. the time we were saving was 
eaten-up by trying to find a table that was not 
ladened with the refuse of previous diners . 

We finally spotted one and wended our way 
to a table through the patches of bun, meat 
and French fry scraps that dotted the car- 
peting. 

As we ate in what could easily have passed 
for a small garbage (dump, using a filmy 
paper napkin for a plate, we had to con- 
stantly get up to replace our "dabbing" 
, napkins, their thinness bringing to mind the 
_coromercial_thatisaid-L'A_litla dab will do 
you," since one dab did them in. 

And for all this wonderful progress we only 
paid $6.50 apiece. What a wonderful and inex-. 
pensive way to dine! 

Forgetting reports on the nutritional non- 
value of fast food, we got a chance to wait on 
ourselves, dine in a lovely landfill at- 
mosphere, sans dishes and silver, for what 
should buy a good meal, served by a waitress 
on real china, with real silverware and ab- 
sorbent paper napkins. 

There are 'still some of these restaurants 
around, so tell me please why aren't they the 
millionaires instead of the.fast food kings? 

Statistics tell us that more American 
people ate in one fast food restaurant last 
year than all the other restaurants in its fran- 
chise area put together. Ain't progress 
grand!

LUpus is an inf (amatory, 
disorder of the connective 
tissue, .which -damages the 
structure and function of 
vital organs such as the kid- 
neys, heart and brain. It also 
affects, the joints, muscles, 
skin, gastrointestinal tract, 
nervous system and, in par- 
ticular, the immune system. 

''Lupus is basicallyaiiase 
of the body's immune 
system going haywire," said 
Dr. Hirsen._ '"-Phc symptons 
vary a great deal from per- 
son to person and are often 
similar to those of other 
diseases, making it difficult 
to diagnose." 

SOME warning signs in- 
clude fever, weakness, 
fatigue, unexplained weight 
loss, . swollen glands, 
depression., stiff arid swollen 
joints, and a rash in areas 
exposed to sunlight. 

While SLE is much less life 
threatening than it once was, 
it is still a serious disease 
which causes major changes 
in a person's lifestyle. Treat- 
ment, which includes a com- 
bination of medication, exer- 
cise, rest and avoiding ex- 
posure to the' sun, must be 
continual.
